Then he motioned 
for one of the boys to approach him, simulated a dreadful rage, and 
roared his command with a vehemence and volume that would have 
caused a whole company of rookies to turn pale, 

The newsboy did not change color. In fact, he looked the young 
man in the eye and impudently grinned, 

At a nearby table sat one of those wisest of all mortals, a middle- 
aged office woman. The young man glanced at her and saw on her face 
a look of mingled incredulity and amusement and contempt. 

In that moment he acquired wisdom by the one means that never 
fails—a mortal hurt to his vanity.

A healthy, properly fed baby will 
never need any other laxative than 
the right food. There is no if oF 
but about this. I’m getting you. It’s 
your baby. This is a free country, 
Take my advice or take the advice of 
Mrs. Sumsey or Saireygamp if you 
prefer. 

The first dose of physie you give 
the baby, under apy circumstance, is 
the beginning of all the trouble you 
will have from then on. There simp- 
ly isn’t any kind of laxative, physic, 
cathartic or “aid” you can inflict on 
your baby which is without a bad aft- 
Castor oil is par- 
ticularly harmful in that respect. In 
practice castor oil is used only in the 
treatment of diarrhea, because by its 
action it presumably expels or sweeps 
out offending material and then locks 
the bowel for a while. 

But that it not the main reason 
why the sane parent will carefully 
avoid resorting to castor oil or other 
physic without definite or specific pre- 
scription by the physician. There 
would be no harm in locking up the 
bowel for a day or two or for sevs 
eral days, no dire poisoning or auto 
intoxication or other evil consequence, 
But the administration of any such 
medicine to a young infant seriously 
upsets the natural physiological auto- 
matic regulation of the digestion im 
the whole length of the digestive tract 
and makes the establishment of physic 
habit easy. Here is the way most 
victims of “constipation” get that way. 

If the baby’s food is too weak, too 
much water and not enough nutritive 
material (fat, carbohydrate, proteid) 
of course there will be a costive state. 

If the baby does not get enough 
vitamin B, as already explained in 
these harangues about the baby busi- 


|ness, of course all the digestive proc- 


esses will be weak and inefficient. 

If you want your baby to thrive, 
to be well and happy and normal re- 
sist that impulse to give physic, enema 
or any other alleged “aid” for the 
“action of the bowel.”

I1i—Religion. 


Amid the ruins of an Inca palace 


in Bolivia, at the southern end of Lake 


SALLYS SALLIES' | 


Titicaca, an idol has been found, It 
is in the shape of a man, but was 
made as the image of the god Ramac. 


The name “Ramac” means “He who 


speaks.” 

Ramac was one of many gods to 
whom the Inca Indians prayed. Chief 
of all was the sun god. The moon 
was worshipped as a goddess. The 
thunder-god and the lightning-god were 
and the tribes 


and a fish-god. 


name meaning “the Place of Gold,” 
and that was a truthful name. It 
contained scores of golden objecta, one 
being a huge plate. Om the plate was 
the outline of a human. face, and 
around the face were “rays of light.” 
This was meant as an image of the 
sun-god, and was so placed that the 
morning sunshine, coming through a 
large doorway on the eastern side of 
the building, was reflected. 

A nearby chapel was set aside for 
the moon-goddess, who was supposed 
to be the sister of the aun. In her 
chapel, the objects were of silver, one 
being a large silver plate, the image 
of the silvery moon. 

The emperor was head of the Inca 


church, and under him was the high 
| priest, who took active charge of 
‘church affairs. The high priest usual- 
ly was a brother or cousin of the 
emperor. 

The chief festival of the year was 
known as “Ravmi,” and took place in 
late June at the time of the summer 
solstice, For three days before, the 
' people did noi eat, and did not light 
fires in their homes. Then. at dawn, 
they came together to watch the sun- 
rise, As the light came over the 
‘horizon, the people broke forth in 
gong. and there was music from drums 
‘and other instruments, 

At Cuzeo the emperor himself took 
part in the ceremony, pouring liquid 
from a golden vase as an offering to 
'the sun-god. Later he drank some of 
'the liquid, and entered the Temple of 
the Sun to watch a priest kill a Nama 
as a sacrifice. 

After that the people started feast- 
‘ing which lasted several days. The 
‘food included Ilama meat and ecorn- 
bread, and there was a great deal of 
music, dancing and merrymaking.

Curfew Put in Effect 
On Beer, Wine Sellers 


Curfew on beer and wine license 
sales began yesterday when Joe L, 
Richardson, city clerk, began car- 
rying out the council ordinance 
forcing all establichments located 
outside the inner fire limits to close 
at midnight and remain closed until 
6 a. m., unless residents agree that 


they may remain open. 

Under the ordinance, all places 
outside the inner fire limits must 
close unless a majority of the resi- 
dents within a radius of 100 yards 
agree that they may remain open. 

Councilman Alvin L. Richards, 
thirteenth ward, is author of the 
measure. The new arrangement be- 
comes operative Thursday. 
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
